Tna UiiXBK r. Jou* IlawiKi!!, Ej«.— The 
following Is the judgment of the Uourt, pro- 
nounced hy hia Honor the Chief Justice, in 
lt,e shove csee, on Priday lost j— The 
Chief Justice laid, that the Judaea had moat 
ettalomly eotuidevrd rhs dafeudant's case. In 
all its bearings ; and lhat it now became his 
iihpleatnnt duty to pass the seotencc of '.he 
t'xurt uiion ..hup, fur (hv ojjlence of which 
hi" ("the d->fmdant) had been eonvieted. The 
Jury who had tried the case were, by an 
in i ii ii gf merit entered into between tbi Crown 
and the defendant, selected by the letttl 
himaeif from the entire panel i and nine 
ol Die iwelvc were Special Jutoib. Me (the 
L'nief Juitioet mutt idil, tliat they w.rc all 
iudiiiiluaSly | persons of as great rcapecisliillcy 
pn he had ever «een on sue Jury. The de- 
fendant was cnnrirled by ttmrn, of ibo whnli: 
charge In the indictment \ whioh amounttil lo 
(his, that he had not only Btfvaultud, but »e\ernt 
timet struck Kiuliard llingham Sheridin (Ibe 
prosecutor) with a whip. It was painful fur 
the Court, in discharge of Lbe duly ioigposed 
on them, to have to lemark on the conduct of 
the defendant, aa he was ahuut to do. The 
(position of the defendant, M n geutli nuin, tfte 
f.iihet of a fanultr, aa ho nndurstoud, and a 
migiatr.rte, di>miiiidcd nf the t'ourl thai nn 
tuLtteevpiMry observntirnt* should be nude, 
tending eiiher lo degrade him or infliel t aini 
and noiliiiig would be said which the Court 
thought oriuld with jiroprii'ty bB avoided, 
llut there were citruinRliuci-s m the case, or 
iiplimniclv eonneeted wilh it. which it was 
their [-OS! live duly, as Judges, to notice. The 
sentence of the Ciiurt, Indeed, would depend 
only on Ihe nature of the offenei. and lis im- 
mediate aggravations ; bearing in mind, on the 
other hand, auefi niatrera of eatenuKtion as 
hnd h.-eii i-d by the defendant btmaelf ou 
sHiiiavit, or suggeated by hit cuunsel. Hut 
when the Couit looked at the deti.ndanl'a 
ci'aracter, an a ma^ittraie, and found liim iir- 
tiTl rmg on behalf of his ftieud and enm- 
psitinn, not the attuekod and insulted, but the 
insulting and sttrcking patty, — and this nut 
merely by eollitiitg, ttii endeavouring per- 
a nally to appreheiid hit advetsary, and then 
,»n horaehark cbaaiug him duwn a precipice, 
but, whilst in a state of inebriety, b; drawing 
out a warrant, and ordering bin to be aearr-hed 
for, and that asms night brought in custody to 
ihe inn, at which the aeene had occurred, tu be 
iinmediaiely dealt with, aa if he had cither 
committed a felony, or been the aggressor 
l)irouchi>ut in Ihe outrage,— it was inilosaible 
to avoid fipreaaing a strong opinion of such 
conduct, Such an ocr urrene* was discredit- 
able ; and thu actors in it ought not to retain 
an nftU-e which they could au pervert and take 
advantage of, The tact* established at Hit 
trial were tile following : which he (Lhe Uhief 
Justice} would premise that hs look, not (rota 
sny unsupported evidence of Sheiidu. but 
frum such Some other witness oantirfned him 
isj. sskvrstssa. w«ass> gitaalhsa in hia wan thai 
of an overseer or superintendent, out Who tjp- 
Marad to have been recognised u a gentleman, 
had tailed at Captain Oldrey's (in whose set- 
vice he had been) on the sau taing of the oeeut- 
nnee. Mr. Wason was there; but Captain 
Oldrey being indtspoaed, declined lo see Sheri. 
dan Die lattei m tinted on seeing Idas on 
whioh fJaptaln Oldtey " ordered the scoundrel 
to be turned o(f lU lU" Mi. Wason, with 
a Mr. Maclean, clerk to the Iln.illee Bench of 
Magistrates, |srtook of an enrly dinner utfep- 
lain Oldrrj's, where the iltlcndant, arenmw- 
nicd by a Mr. Eolta, joined them. These ftur 
■enltemvn aoon sfter diitrii-r quitted C'aptltri 
Oldrey't in company, and priKtrucd to the Inn 
at Kroulee, where the defendant bad tome 
bttsinesa to tranaart, Mr. Shnridaa had been 
(here the whole day, and was thea engaged in 
eonversatinn with the landlord, ur one of his 
family. The defendant and his eosnpjuiiotit 
had some Tefreshoiant, or si lea L t some liquors ( 
and about four o'clock they mounted their 
honee, still in company, on their war home. 
It is perhaps not very material, far tbe pur- 
poses of the sentence, to enquire, whether the 
party or nay of them were then inebriited nr 
not. The evidence, however, it all but con- 
clusive, that lhe two munis nates were ao. If 
not drunk, (hey are Scbnttted tu have been 
brill!, more or leaa, under the influence of, and 
ei cited by, liquor. The Chief Cunsublr, cer- 
tainly not disposed lo favour ihe prnitruu.in, 
disLiiicily stales tint they were intoxicated. 
He says they were nut drunk, and knew what 
il.ey were doing ; hut id<l>, ihit lltey had 
evidentlv beer, driakh.g, and were lit.- woise 
for it. Tills being so, it tVcOmea more easy lo 
uiitleratHnd the conduct uf tbe parties . and the 
frptgeitulnnae ealjihited by them, nf what was 
due o ■ othera and to society, it explained. Hot 
il is not denied, thai as ihe party or some ( .f 
thim passed Slurridan, who w>ei walking on the 
verandah of the inn, Mr- tVoaun iiisulluii^Ty 
aildnwavrl I'iin of Hrmolodierout epithet, Slic- 
ridun ssked if he Wat the perron thus addressed, 
euuuiiiiiK why he wis so; anil Mr. Wapupn 
avowed (he insult. Sheridan then very na- 
turjlvlelli Wnpi.m, that he had act, d in an 
tmperlinetit mid unriuiitltiniuily mi niter : and 
on this Mr. Waxon replies, " S r ou urn a Hit." 
To this came the tctiitt, that Mr. lesson was 
the retti liar 1 and then the latter, who had that 
wi:hi,ut i r irinnii.il-. bejgun (tte Htstirtbanre, 
ttrusk jjsheriiUrt over the head with a stick. 
Where the drfrndant wat just at this moment, 
or immediately before it, cannot peer-Uely he 
determined : but that all were in company, 
lhat Waaon had made his Insulting remark lo one 
of bis companions, and that all might have heard 
it, and probabl j did hear it, as well as see Ihu 
following blow, wore facts eataMjshTd totbe 13- 
lisftclien of Ihe Court, snd (thev doubted not) 
of the Jury, Nor did the (lulendsnt deny, in 
hit athdavit. ihtt he was rognirant nf 
theac facts, (Mr. Iliwdon hero dlffliid, lliat 
he was aware nf them. Tu this the Chiel ■ 
Jusiire ri-flied, by reading t part nf hit 
affidavit.) It wm baldly possible, indeed, that 
the defendant could be ignorsot of them . but 
the excitement in which he was, ot lbe time, 
or iniuii'Uiuo ly .un rviards, had doultljVss made 
him foret-l them. It is lo be ob-erved ihsl all 
the paltv, Sheridan alone eaeepted, were on 
horseback. They could therefore easily bavu 
avoided an encounter, and esch hnd probably, 
from the same
